No  painting  or  sculpture  done  in 
the  early  history  of  the  country  could  be  more  appeal- 
ing. The  design  is  of  groups  of  Indian  arrow  heads, 
four  centred  to  a point,  making  a flower  design  on  a 
band  that  can  be  called  a “road” — all  typical  of  the 
Pioneer  Spirit  of  the  War  of  1812.
